District Poster & Essay Contests Ends Feb. 25th

When January rolls around it’s time
for students to begin working on their an-
nual poster and essay entries. The contests
are sponsored by the Maries County Soil
and Water Conservation District. This
year’s theme is "'Forests For People—
More Than You Can Imagine". Posters
and essays should highlight how are impot-
tant forests and their products are in our
everyday lives.

Posters can be entered by any student
enrolled in the 3rd through 8th grades of
any County
schooled in Maries County. Posters should
be on poster board measuring 14" x 22".

Only one individual may work on a poster.
The name of the student, address, school,
grade and age must be listed on the back of
the poster. Students are not required to be
in an art class to enter a poster.

It’s Photo Contest Time

Now is the time to select five of your favorite photos you’ve taken in
Maties County and enter them in this yeat’s contest. They should be en-
tered in the appropriate category according to age division.

The contest is divided into two Divisions: Youth (up to and includ-
ing high school seniors) and Adult (residing or owning land in Maries
County). They will be judged in only one Category: Wildlife; Trees or

Plants; or Landscapes.

Entries should follow these guidelines when entering:

SEach participant may enter up to, but no more than, five photographs.

Photos will not be returned.

From each grade, three posters will be
chosen to win cash awards. Grade level
prizes will be: 1st place - $15, 20d place - $10
and 3 place - $5.00. From these winners
one entry will be declared the grade prize
county winner and receive an additional
cash award of $50.00. The first place poster
from each grade will be sent to state com-
petition. All grade winners will be notified
and invited to the District’s Annual Meet-
ing in March to receive their award.

The district’s essay contest is open to
any student living in Maries County and/ot
enrolled in the 9th through 12th grades of
any Maries County High School. Essays
should be 400 to 500 words in length. It
should be double spaced typed or legibly
handwritten. Sources of information must
be listed.

Pesticide Certification To Be Held March 1st

An opportunity to get or update your
Pesticide Certification will be on Tuesday,
March 1st. It will be held at the Maries
County Extension Office in the basement
of the courthouse starting at 6:30 PM.

Missouri law requires all purchasers
and users of “Restricted-Use” pesticides
to attend a training session to be certified

for a private applicators license.

Reservations are required as space is
limited. Call the Maries County Exten-
sion office at 422-3359. If you signed
up for the program that got cancelled
last fall, you must reserve your seat
again. There is a $10 charge which cov-
ers the cost of the workbook.

Pond Management Workshop Will Be On March 29th

Do you have questions about building a
new pond or managing an existing pond
on your property? If so, this workshop is
for you. The Missouri Department of
Conservation (MDC), Osage and Maries
County Natural Resource Conservation
Service (NRCS) and Soil and Water Con-
servation Districts (SWCD) will be hosting
a Pond Management Workshop on Tues-
day, March 29, 2009 from 6:30 — 9:00 p.m.
The workshop will be held at the Fatima
Public School in Westphalia.

The workshop will cover a wide variety
of topics including, site selection, con-
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struction, stocking, fisheries manage-
ment, aquatic vegetation management,
pond watershed management and wild-
life. Professionals from MDC, NRCS
and SWCD will give presentations and
will be available to answer questions.
There will also be some very useful lit-
erature on pond management available
as well as snacks and refreshments.
